Mr,  Chairman,  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  Public  Health 
of  the  District  for  1961, 

As  in  previous  years  the  report  incorporates  that  of  the 
Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector , (Mr .Rogers . ) 

In  the  report,  where  stillbirths  and  infant  mortality 
rates  are  given  I  should,  perhaps  say  that,  because  of  the 
small  numbers  involved,  these  rates  do  not  give  a  true  picture, 

A  new  hazard  to  the  public  health  arose  in  1961  and  was 
the  contamination  of  grass  and  milk  supplies  by  fallout  from 
atmospheric  nuclear  explosions.  In  the  Autumn,  as  a  result  of 
the  nuclear  tests  by  the  U.S.S.R.,  emergency  measures  were 
undertaken  to  provide  an  alternative  safe  supply  should  fresh 
milk  become  contaminated  to  a  dangerous  level.  Fortunately, 
it  was  not  needed. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Committee  for 
their  support,  to  the  stalf  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
and  to  the  staff  of  the  Local  Health  Office  for  their  help  in 
the  compilation  of  this  report.

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GENERAL  STATISTICS. 
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Area : -  The  Urban  District  covers  2,670  acres.  It  is  a  picturesque  seaside  town 
and  has  many  beach  attractions,  which  are  becoming  increasingly  oopular  each  year. 

Population,  The  Registrar  General's  estimated  mid  year  population  for  1961  was 
2,470.  The  estimated  population  for  i960  was  2,720,  showing  a  decrease  of  250. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  37  whilst  the  number  of  live  births  was  35.  The  resident 
population  is  multiplied  many  times  during  the  holiday  season.

Meteorological  Conditions , 

The  data,  acquired  by  courtesy  of  the  R.A.E.West  Raynham,  is  shown  in  the 
table  below,  the  figures  in  brackets  being  the  corresponding  data  for  i960. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  was  a  warmer  February,  March  and  April  than  the  preceding 
year,  a  warmer  Autumn  and  a  colder  beginning  to  the  Winter,  but  with  less  rain.

Live  Birth  Rate . 


The  crude  live  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  was 
14*2,  compared  with  12.3  in  i960.  Using  a  comparability  factor  1.10  the 
corrected  birth  rate  for  1961  was  15.6  compared  with  a  rate  of  17.4  for  England 
and  TJales  • 

Illegitimate  Live  Births . 

The  illegitimate  live  birth  rate  is  the  percentage  of  total  live  births 
and  for  1961  was  5*7%  compared  with  a  rate  of  2.3%  in  i960. 

Stillbirths. 

There  were  three  stillbirths.  The  stillbirth  rate  is  the  number  of 
stillbirths  per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births.  This  in  1961  was  78.9 
compared  with  27.7  in  i960.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  in  1961  was  18.7. 

It  should,  perhaps,  be  pointed  out  that  when  dealing  with  such  a  small 
number  of  births,  the  figures  are  subject  to  wide  fluctuations. 

Infant  Deaths . 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  was  two.  Of  these,  one 
died  under  one  week  of  age  and  the  other  died  at  three  months.  Both  deaths  were 
in  legitimate  children. 

The  causes  of  the  deaths  were:- 

1.  Asphyxiation  due  to  plastic  bed  cover. 

2.  Immaturity. 


The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  per  1,000  live  births  was  57.1  compared  with  a 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  21.4- 

As  both  deaths  were  in  legitimate  children  the  figure  of  57.1  is  also 
the  legitimate  mortality  rate  whilst  the  illegitimate  mortality  rate  was  zero. 

Neonatal  Mortality  Rate  is  the  deaths  of  infants  under  four  weeks  per  1,000 
total  live  births.  For  1961  this  was  28.6. 

Early  Neo-natal  ilortality  Kate  is  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  per 
1,000  total  live  births  and  for  1961  was  28.6. 

Perinatal  Mortality  Rato  is  the  stillbirths  and  deaths  under  one  week  combined 
per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths  and  was  105.3 • 

It  is  again  emphasised  that  due  to  the  small  numbers  being  dealt  with 
these  rates  do  not  give  a  true  picture  of  the  situation.

A  few  cases  of  mumps,  German  measles  and  chicken  pox  were  reported  by 
the  Education  Authorities. 


Poliomyelitis . 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  in  1961. 

Tho  poliomyelitis  vaccination  campaign  continued.  In  April  196l,the 
Ministry  of  Health  announced  that  a  re-inforcing  fourth  dose  should  be  offered 
to  children  when  they  enter  school  (normally  at  the  age  of  5  years)  and  also  to 
children  of  5  and  over  who  had  not  reached  the  ago  of  12.  In  all  cases,  fourth 
closes  should  be  given  not  earlier  than  one  year  after  the  third  dose  but  as  soon 
as  possible  thereafter.  Unfortunately,  this  was  suspended  in  October  clue  to 
restricted  supplies  of  Salk  vaccine.  It  was  also  announced  that  a  new  oral 
vaccine  was  being  produced  an'-1  would  be  made  available  in  the  near  future.

This  continued  during  the  year.  On  reaching  13  years,  children  are 
offered  skin  tests.  Of  the  114  children  in  the  age  group,  85  accepted,  giving 
an  acceptance  rate  of  74.6$  compared  with  a  rate  of  78$  in  I960.

B.C.G.  vaccination  is  an  important  method  of  protection  against 
tuberculosis  and  gives  a  high  degree  of  protection  over  a  period  of  5  years, 
at  a  time  when  adolescents, leaving  school  and  going  out  into  the  world,  are 
exposed  to  the  greatest  risk  of  infection.

Imnu  isation  against  diphtheria  is  now  combined  usually  with  -whooping 
cough  and  tetanus.  This  reduces  the  riuaber  of  injections  a  child  needs  ana 
riven  as  a  “Triple  anti  ;en“  in  throe  doses,  at  intervals  or  ono  montn.  -  u» 
Is  best  given  in  early  infancy  as,  at  this  early  age,  diseases  eonxraceod  by 
the  baby  hove  a  high  mortality  rate.

children  oolow  11  months  of  age,  i»e.  66%  were,  children 
below  one  year. 

(o)  Of  the  50  fatalities,  42  had  not  been  immunised,  3  had 

been  incompletely  vaccinated  and  only  4  had  had  a  full  course 
of  vaccination. 


(c)  The  source  of  infection  in  about  14  out  of  25  cases  was  found 
to  bo  from  infected  elder  siblings. 


It  is  important,  therefore,  for  immunisation  at  an  early  age  (  three 
months)  against  whooping  cough  to  be  carried  out  in  babies  and  it 
is  also  necessary  for  their  older  siblings  to  be  fully  immunised 
as  well.

bacteriological  quality,  and  there  is  no 
evidence  of  pollution.  In  our  opinion  it 

is  quite  fit  for  drinking  purposes. 

The  sup  ly  is  chlorinated,  but  not  softened  and  is  adequate  for 
normal  demands,  but  fails  at  times  when  peak  demand  includes  irrigation  of 
private  gardens  with  hose  pipes. 

Arrangements  are  in  hand  to  take  the  balancing  supply  jirom 
Walsingham  Rural  District  Council  automatically. 

During  the  year  the  water  storage  tank  was  painted  and  repairs  were 
carried  out  to  the  fascias  of  the  supporting  structure.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Tho  sewage  disposal  works  functioned  satisfactorily  during  tho  year 
except  for  sludge  drying. 

Uncovered  sludge  drying  even  in  East  Anglia  unless  enormous  areas  of 
sludge  beds  are  available,  is  mainly  wishful  thinking  -  it  is  necessary  to 
remove  sludge  by  tanker  during  at  least  10  months  of  the  year. 

The  sower  in  Polka  Road  was  extended  by  70  yards  to  serve  the 
proposed  development  in  that  road. 

During  the  year  a  further  6  existing  premises  were  provided  with 
water  closets  and  connected  to  ohe  sewerage  system. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

All  milk  supplied  in  tho  district  is  processed  outside  the  district, 
and  is  sold  from  a  number  of  shops  in  the  unopened  containers  in  which  it  is 
received.  Three  dairymen  deliver  milk  in  tho  district.
